This situation is in sharp contrast 
to the early days of the war, 
when ground force weapons, then 
limited to light bezookas, had 
their projectiles bounce off the 
tough hides of the North Korean 
tanks and the Air Force's best 
weapon was jellied gasoline, drops 
ped in a pattern around the in- 
vaders’ armor to melt out the 
tank crews. 

The principle of the new weapon 
is the mounting oa the wings of 
each plane of eight rockets which 
can be launched simultaneously 
and which, the announcement said, 
“almost invariably insures multi- 
ple hits.” Previously the pilots 
were able to send only one, or 
possibly two, rockets into the tar- 
get after several strafing runs. 
Now the planes can lay down 
what amounts to a regular artil- 
lery barrage against the armor 
which comes within their field. 

The spokesman predicted that 
the new rocket technique would 
have effective results and that in- 
stead of tanks heing reported 
“damaged” after air attacks, most 
will now be reported “destroyed.” 

The Air Force announcement 
also disclosed a new method of 
night attack on North Korean con- 
voys which generally fail to move 
along highways behind the lines 
during daylight hours, but take 
advantage of night to avoid assault 
from the air. Teams of American 
Light Bombers have now been 
formed, it was announced, in 
which advance planes illuminate 
the target with flares and then 
a second flight comes in with 
bombs, rockets and strafing runs 
to hit the objective.

The new unit is the largest elec- 
tric generator in Georgia. It has a 
rated capacity of 100,000 kilowatts, 
the equivalent of more than 130,- 
000 horsepower. Its average an- 
nual output is expected tc be ap- 
“oben go 4 650,000,000 kilowatt 

ours, With completion of the sec- 
ond unit, scheduled for cperation 
in December, Plant Yates will be 
capable of producing more than 
1.300,000,000 kilowatt hours a 
year 

Steam turbine and electric gen- 
erator form a connected machine 
74 Jeet long, nearly 17 feet wide 
and’ weighing almost § !.000,000 
pounds. The rotating part of the 
turbine weighs 52,000 pounds and 
that of the generator 
pounds. They turn at a speed of 
3,600 revolutions a minute. 

The turbine is turned by steam 
delivered from the boiler at a 
pressure of 1,250 pounds per 
equare inch and a temperature 
of 950 degrees. The boiler, taller 
than a 10-story building, produces 
almost 1,000,000 pounds of steam 
an hour. It has a heating surface 
of approximately 40,000 square 
feet. The furnace will use more 
than 1.000 tons of coal a day, a 20- 
car train load. It is also equipped 
to burn natural gas when evailable 
and will use 25,000,000 cubic feet 
a cay. 

This unit and equipment for the 
gecond unit are housed in a great 
steel, corrugated asbestos and 
glass structure 127 feet high and 
containing 5,440,000 cubic feet of 
space, Into the building went ap- 
proximately 3,000 tons of strut- 
tural steel. Its reinforced concrete 
substructure goes 61 feet below 
the ground level. 

Five 110,000-volt transmission 
lines radiate from Plant Yates. 
Four of these lines feed power 
into the company’s system at 
various points. One runs direct to 
Grady substation in Atlanta, and 
another ties in at East Point. Oth- 
er lines go to Griffin and La- 
Grange. A fifth line connects 
Plant Yates with the system of 
the Alabama Power Company. 

Pians aiready have been an- 
nounced by the power company 
for a third unit of 100,000 kilo- 
watts on which construction is to 
gtart before the second unit is fim- 
ished late this year.

Although no exact 
figure was determined, it was un- 
derstood that the minimum figure 
would be the 26,000 or 30,000 
which the French were willing to 
accept before the conference began 
Tuesday. 

Proposals for modifications in 
the occupation statute, under 
which the three allied high com- 
missioners exercise considerable 
authority over the Bonn Republic, 
also were approved.

1. Although there is no prospect 
that the Soviet Union will agree 
to any peace terms favored by the 
Allies, and a separate peace treaty 
is considered inadvisable at the 
present time, the three Foreign 
Ministers agreed that it is neces- 
sary to put an end to the present 
state of hostilities between Ger- 
and the Allies. This, it is 
understood, will be done by means 
of a joint Allied declaration. 

2. The Bonn Republic, which is 
now lirhited to the exchange of 
consular representatives with oth- 
er countries, would be permitted 
to carry on limited diplomatic re- 
lations. 

3. The powers of the high cém- 
missioners would be somewhat 
restricted: for example, the Bonn 
government no longer would be 
required to submit monthly re- 
ports on industrial and business

‘North Atlantic Treaty. This had 
been expected, for, apart from the 
‘military problems created by Tur-

“blue babies,” she had no pulmo- 
nary arteries, 


The doctor said Pamela—and 
other children like her—lived on 
blood supplied by arteries to the 
bronchial! tubes. 

But he stressed the supply was 
inadequate and children without 
arteries to the lungs always have 
been considered “hopeless.” 

In Pamela's case, the surgeon 
removed the entire inner lining of 
her chest and irritated the lining 
of her lungs in the belief that new 
vessels then would grow from ar-

Dr. C. *D. Bowdoin, Director of Venereal Disease Control 
of the Department, said 49,759 prospective brides and grooms 
had been tested. He said 1,376 women and 1,148 men were 
found to have positive blood tests. 

During the past few years, the Health Department has 
made a concerted effort to discover new cases of congenital 
syphilis, Dr. Bowdoin said. He noted 1,200 cases were treated 
at Alto Medical Center alone in 1949 and the total is expected 
to reach 2,000 in 1950. ' 

Dr. Bowdoin said the increase in totals did not mean 
congenital syohilis was increasing but that more cases were 
being discovered.

The ouster of Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson was as inevitable as it was 
beneficial to the country in. these times of 


_ However much Mr. Johnson and his 
friends in Washington—and he himself ad- 
mits they are few—attempt to lay the 
blame for the state of our defenses to Re- 
publicans and conservative Democrats, the 
fact remains that it was the Defense Sec- 
retary alone who was responsible for cut- 
ting the sinews from our military strength. 
He did it in the name of economy. 

Worse, Mr. Johnson boasted repeatedly 
that he was merely eliminating the fat 
from the defense establishment while 
building up the muscle. The debacle of 
the first two months in Korea showed that 
Mr. Johnson had, on the contrary, reduced 
the armed forces to mere token strength. 

There were, and are, other complaints 
against the Secretary. He attempted to 
rule with an iron hand. He silenced all 
Opposition within the Department by de- 
moting and ousting those who disagreed 
with him. Military men had grown afraid 
to voice honest.opinions. Inthe Congres- 
sfonal hearings last Fall Mr. Johnson or- 
dered all testimony to be cleared through 
his office. Prior to that he had issued a 
gag order which attempted to reach even 
into the civilian ranks of the reserves—an 
order which finally was revoked because 
of public pressure. 

He was continually at odds with the

Let’s Not 
Overlook These 


In the heat of Sec. Johnson’s resigna- 
tion there are two matters likely to be 
overlooked. 

One is the years of service Deputy Sec- 
retary of Defense Steve Early has given 
the country at considerable personal sac- 
rifice. 

The other is that there is at least one 
other Defense Department official who 
ought to go. 

Steve Early resigned a few hours be- 
fore Mr. Johnson's resignation was an- 
nounced. He was press secretary to the 
late President Roosevelt for years, dur- 
ing which time he endeared himself to the 
public. He left a well-paying job as vice 
president of the Pullman Company to be- 
come Deputy Secretary of Defense soon 
after Mr. Johnson was named to the post. 
He has performed his duties in excellent 
fashion and, somehow, has managed to 
keep from embroiling himself in the con- 
troversies which arose about his superior. 
His has been a real public service. 

Paul H. Griffith, Assistant Secretary of 
Defense, is the man who should follow Mr. 
Johnson back to private life. He is part 
and parcel of the policies which have dan- 
gerously cut our military strength. He is 
the only Department official, outside the 
Secretary himself, who has had the temer- 
ity to defend those policies since Korea 
revealed the true state of the armed serv- 
ices. His resignation would help make the 
much-needed clean sweep.

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Moving Slowly, 
But Toward the Goal 


Atlanta's slum clearance story in yes- 
terday Constitution is not really a new 
story at all. It is another chapter in a 
series by Staff Writer Albert Riley, a se- 
ries which started three years ago when 
Reporter Riley went out on his own to 
take a look at Atlanta’s slums. He came 
back to write the graphic description of 
those blighted areas and to touch off a 
campaign for slum clearance. Launched 
in 1947 by a resolution drafted by City 
Councilman Jolin White, and directed 
largely by White, that program is begin- 
ning to show results. 

In announcing intensified efforts, Coun- 
cilman White estimates that thus far the 
program has brought better housing to

Secretary of State and made a point of 
voicing his disagreements in public. It is 
better for the unity’of the country that Mr. 
Johnson return to private life. His resig- 
nation will restore confidence of the pub- 
lic in. the Defense Department. 


It is for that reason that Gen. Marshall 
will be acceptable as Secretary of Defense. 
While we question the precedent that will 
be established with the appointment of 
a military figure to this post, Gen. Mar- 
shall stands high in the esteem of the pub- 
lic and the Congress. He will be, as Re- 
publican sentiment already indicates, wel- 
comed by the minority party. He will end 
a heated controversy which has impaired 
the prestige and efficiency ‘of the Depart- 
ment. 

Moreover, Gen. Marshall and Secretary 
of State Acheson hold each other in mv- 
tual esteem. There will be no petty bick- 
ering between these two departments 
which ought to work in the closest of har- 
mony. Gen. Marshall’s tenure as Secre- 
tary of State will give him greater insight 
into his own new post as well as an ap- 
preciation of the world effects of each de- 
cision. 

There will be no regrets at Mr. John- 
son's leaving. He has cost, the country 
dearly in lives and honor. To Gen. Mar- 
shall falls the tremendous job of repair- 
ing, as speedily as possible, the damage 
that has been done.

10,732 Atlantans and better sanitation to 
three times that many. The improved 
conditions are the result of sanitary cor- 
rections in 8,123 housing units and struc- 
tural corrections in 2,683 more. 

Those figures may not seem impressive 
in an area which in 1940 had 38,653 sub- 
standard units, but they represent a good 
start. , 

Low rentals and the high cost of labor 
and materials have kept the Slum Clear- 
ance Committee from achieving its goal 
of 5,000 rehabilitated units a year, but at 
least the city is moving in the right di- 
rection. 

We commend Councilman White and 
his aides on the progress made on a proj- 
ect which the author called “bigger than 
Allatoona Dam.” It is a program far more 
important than Allatoona as far as the 
health and welfare of Atlanta is con- 
cerned. 

For substandard housing concentrated 
in slum areas costs the city much more in 
crime and disease than the cost of its re- 
moval. Private enterprise, gouged along 
by city ordinances and the alternative of 
public housing, is at last doing something 
about removing the evils. 

In blighted areas that are large, public 
housing may be the only answer, for only 
the government can back up its program 
with the right of large-scale condemnation 
under eminent domain. 

Meanwhile, more power to John White 
and his committee as they hammer away 
oP the slum clearance program set up by 
the City of Atlanta in 1947.

The Mississippi bulletin, like Georgia's, 
is published by the Agriculture Depart- 
ment with free subscriptions, and is paid 
for by tax money. 

But there the resemblance ends—no 
editorials on the Seripture or the end of 
the world, no treatises on international 
politics, no potent publicity for the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture. Nothing but ad- 
vertisements of interest to the farmers.

On Georgia Roads 


COLUMBUS—The read from Atlanta to Co- 
lumbus is in as good shape as any hun- 
dred-otid miles of main highway in the State. 

Could there be any fainter praise? 
Seriously, one who has recently risked his life, limb and liver 
on U.S. 1, 17 or 41 finds U. S. 29 and 27, running from Atlanta 


via Newnan to Columbus, surprisingly good, if only by comparison. 


Some of this is, of course, attributablé to the fact that the 
Hon. Ellis Gibbs Arnall, who for years hitch-hiked from Newnan 
to Atlanta daily, finally found himself in a position to do some 


thing about the subject which was always taking the conversa- 5 Sof 


tion away from politics. 


Incidentally, the road from Atlanta to Newnan—like those of 
Telfair County—constitytes an impressive argument for the Tar- 
ver Plan to improve the State’s highways by passing the Gover- 
norship and chairmanship of the Highway Board from county 
to county until all have had their benefits. 


The Newnan road is woefully inadequate, width-wise. It's two 
lanes carry a heavy commercial traffic and all along its winding 
length cars pile up in tortuous procession behind the great trucks 
which labor up its hills. Moreover, there are unmistakable evi- 
dences that the surface is suffering from lack of maintenance and 
that, barring early attention, it will shortly degenerate into the 
grease-slick killer that Georgia's asphalt roads seem inevitably to 
become in a rain. . 


Beyond Greenville a new bridge, long overdue, and several 
miles of splendid new road are in the process of construction. 
The stretch is a welcome wide-shpuldered relief, and not merely as 
a reminder of what can—and should—be done. 


One can also go from Greenville to Columbus via Warm Springs, 
Waverly Hall and U. S. 27-A. It is a little farther and the truck 
traffic is consequently less. This road gives evidence of multiple 
repairs, there being hardly a hundred yards of its entire length 
which does not haye large stretches cut out and refilled. But the 
job has been well done and the sudden rainstorm finds its sur- 
face reassuringly graveled. 


Asphalt has gotten into increasingly bad repute in Georgia in 
recent years, but the road from Atlanta to Columbus seems to bear 
out the contention of its friends that it is capable of doing a good 
job when honestly mixed and properly laid. 


The trouble seems to be that a lot of the short cuts in our highe 
way system were taken by those who built it.

Regents--Example 
In Good Government 


The Board which is doing the most outstand- 
ing job for the State of Georgia is the Board 
of Regents. We repeat, that the Board of Re- 


gents—composed of leading citizens deeply interested in the wel- 


fare of their State—is doing more for the development of the 
State than any other State agency. 


The Board has just decided to ask Gov. Talmadge and the Legis- 
lature to increase the maximum limit on the University Building 
Authority from $12,000,000 to $24,000,000. This Authority is the 
unique idea of financing, by self-liquidating révenue certificates, 
the construction of critically needed buildings throughout the Uni- 
versity System. The Board is obtaining validation of $6,000,000 
worth of the present bonds so as to make the proposition fool- 
proof in the courts. With the Authority virtually ready to start 
construction of $6,000,000 worth of buildings next month, there is 
no reason why the limit should not be increased so as to permit 
the Authority to place adequate housing in all 16 units of the 
University System. 


: : The Board is moving rapidly toward 
Moving Rapidly equalizing educational facilities for Ne- 
groes and white students. The plan, launched several years ago, 
of aiding Georgia Negro students to attend out-of-State colleges 
fof studies they couldn't get in Georgia Negro scheols, has kept 
Georgia free of friction that has developed in other States. 


Now, with the Authority’s building program, the Board is im- 
proving facilities at the three Negro colleges. Regent Sandy 
Beaver urged that the Board spend even more of its funds toward 
improving Negro institutions. Chancellor Caldwell said the three 
Negro colleges should pe ready for Class A approval by the South- 
ern Accrediting group within a year. 


Then the Board will begin development of the institutions 
toward offering a master’s degree. The Board Wednesday ap- 
proved creation of an off-campus center for Negroes to be oper- 
ated at Columbus by the Extension Seryice. 


Periodically throughout the history of the 
Well Planned University System friction has developed on 
the operation of the College of Agriculture in relation to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. There also has been complaint that the agri- 
cultural research either wasn't used sufficiently for the farmers 
or else for the students. There have been clashes of personalities 
in the staffs of the various branches. 

Wednesday,’ the new University President, Dr. O. C. Aderhold, 
and the new Agricultural Dean, Dr. C. C. Murray, showed their 
high ability as administrators by presenting to the Board a com- 
prehensive chart for the operation of agricultural] activities. This 
co-ordinated the teaching, research and extension seryiges so as to 
give better service to the farmers and to the students in the class- 
rooms. 

It definitely placed the responsibility of each division head. 
Elated over this organization chart—which was worked out after 
a study of college organizations throughout the nation—the Board 
praised Aderhold and Murray and adopted the plan. It should 
mean a peaceful and progressive administration of agricultural 


affairs. 

Where other constitutional boards have failed be- 
Example cause members resigned or where political pres- 
sure was ‘exerted to eliminate them, the ‘Board of Regents stands 
as the example of a successful constitutional board. Its chair- 
man is Hughes Spalding, appointed by Gov. Talmadge. Its pow- 
erful education committee is led by Rutherford Ellis, who was 
appointed by a former Governor. Some regents named by former 
Governors have been reappointed by Gov. Talmadge—Jack Mc- 
Donough and James Peterson. Regardless of which Governor 
appointed them, each regent has an influence on the Board, and 
each considers problems on merit. 


The Board of Regents is as near a nonpolitical board as Georgia 
can hope to have.

A Great Year 
For the Grass 


There hasn't been much activity on ge 
farms in this area for the past month due to 

. —_, rain, threats of rain, or the after-effects of rain. . 
of course, the cattle have gone right on eating and putting on 
weight and the water-gaps in the streams have been inspected after 
each rain and the fences have had @ looking-over, but for the most 
part there hasn't been any activity that called for scurrying down 
off the front porch. 

We wanted to get our fertilizer spread on all the pastures and 
some of the Kentucky 31 fescue pastures seeded to ladino clover, 
and then we wanted to nick the land with a smoothing harrow just 
enough to put the seed and the fertilizers in contact with the soil. 

Too, we wanted to broadcast a few pounds of crimson clover 
seed on some solid Bermuda sads. And we wanted to mow most 
of the pastures and cut off the weeds now making seed. But we 
didnt get any of these things done. 


Dry Days The dog days are now happily over (we'd miss 

them terribly if they didn't come every year). and 
usually we get plenty of dry weather in September. By October 
we are likely to believe there is too much dry weather. 

At any rate, we should be able to get our guano distributed, 
and our seeding and harrowing done in plenty of time for next 
Spring's, grazing. (We have learned that Fall plantings don’t pro- 
duce Winter grazings. Usually, a dry spel] intervenes.) The delay 
in clipping the weeds will résult in more weeds next year, but we 
can't help it. In farming you:don't always do as well as you know 
how. 

Out here the farmiers are taking advantage of the services ren- 
dered by the fertilizer distribution companies who make a business 


. of distributing the fertilizer directly on the farmers’ pastures. A 


farmer calls the fertilizer distribution agency on the phone, the 
arrangements are concluded, and the enormous truck shows up at 
the farm with the equipment and the fertilizer necessary to cover 
a certain acreage. It is put down evenly at a rate decided upon 
by the farmer. 


. The distribution company buys in bulk and 
Economical saves the costs of bags and the bagging. The 
average farmer must have his fertilizer in bags if he is to distribute 
the fertilizer on the land by his own labor. A ton of 4-8-6 guano, 
for example, at this writing may cost the farmer $33.50 spread on 
his land or $33.50 delivered to his farm in bags. Here is a saving 
in labor and a great step toward front-porch farming. 

This has been a wonderful 
grass year. It’s high, wide and handsome!

Jagged Holes in the Fabric 


Often the warp and woof of the day’s news, from unrelated places and of 


threads of various colors, come together on

strands. Such was the case last Sunday, when an 


Interstate Educational Confer- 


ence closed at Daytona Beach, Fla., and when Secretary of State Acheson spoke 

in Washington on a television program. In Daytona, the presidents and deans of 
31 Gilibicen edinden uae universities were meeting to explore ways to enlarge the effectiveness of 
the Southern Regional Education program. Their conclusions will be presented to’the Board of Control 
of the program at its joint meeting in November with the Southern Governors’ Conference. The South- 
ern educators wished to extend the opportunity of graduate training in the South. A New York 
Times reporter put it this way: “They moved unanimously to initiate the necessary collaboration of 
political and educational leadership that would strengthen the region as a scientific research area 
for the nation’s mobilization efforts and at the same time provide the basis fér full realization of 


its human and material resources in the future.” 


Specifically, the educators agreed that imme- 
diate use could be made of graduate training 
facilities offered by the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority and the Air University at Maxwell Air 
Force Base, Ala. 


It was also agreed that the South take 
steps to “facilitate the awarding of Govern- 
ment and industrial research contracts to 
Southern institutions. ‘This would circumvent 
the loss of trained Southern personnel to 
other regions, as happened in the last war. 


This meeting was closed with an address by 
Gov. Gordon Browning, of Tennessee. He urged 
the South to avoid any narrow vocational con- 
cepts in setting up graduate study centers, but 
to conceive of education in the broad sense that 
it must help build a society that people are will- 
ing to preserve with their lives. “We must de- 
velop skilled citizens as well as skilled techni- 
cians,” he said. 


On the same day, in Washington, Secretary 
Acheson, considering the urgency of a situation 
where the democracies are sorely beset, spoke, 
too, of the educational strength of our way of 
life. Asked if he belHeved the Western Allies 
could bring together forces strong enough to re- 
sist an all-out attack, Acheson replied: 


“IT believe we can and I believe with modern 
weapons and ingenuity we can do again exactly 
what was done for so many centuries at the 
time of the Roman Empire. 


“lt doesn't make any difference that you are 
outnumbered. It depends on the strength of the 
organization, the superiority of your weapons. 
You can hold back all sorts of hordes if you 
have that.” 


To bring this warp and woof closer to Geor- 
gia, let's weave in a few paragraphs from a 
speech made last July before a civic group by 
James Cherry, Superintendent of DeKalb County 
Schools. Here is what Cherry said: 


“In the present world situation, which by 
general agreement seems destined to continue 
over a period of years, with increasing compe- 
tition and tension existing between Democratic 
peoples and people of the totalitarian states, the 
United States will need the maximum service of 


all its citizens. Health, mental fitness, produc- 
tive skillg and efficiency in the use of goods will 
be at a‘premium. The massed effort of the 
United States would be increased in proportion 
to its ability to develop and use the maximum 
skills of all its citizens. This is an added chal- 
lenge and a reason for an increasing emphasis 
on educational opportunities. 


“Our hope of maintaining the American way 
of life against the rising tide of mass totalitari- ° 
anism lies in the maximum exploitation of tech- 
nology which will efiable the American people to 
outproduce any possible combination of illiterate 
or semi-illiterate people that may be arrayed.” 


The Southern educators want more graduate 
training, more research, Acheson in Washington 
is counting on more advanced knowledge, and 


Cherry in DeKalb also is concerned with ex- 
tending the horizons of education. 


Where are the horizons in Georgia? Aside 
from the recognized limitations of graduate edu- 
cation with which the Southern Governors and 
educators are concerned, where are the horizons 
of rudimentary education in Georgia? 


Cherry's speech, entitled “Education Is Good 
Business for Georgia,” shows the boundaries. 


First, he pointed out there were 60,000 young 
people in the age group which was supposed to 
graduate from high schooi in 1950. Of this num-~ 
ber, 35,000 were white and 25,000 Negro. But all 
of these children didn't graduate. They merely 
were the potential, our investment in human re- 
sources. Here, according to Cherry, was the 
educational status of the 60,000: 


“Of the tetal 60,000 17-year-olds, 40 per- 
cent, or 24,000, have a seventh grade educa- 
tion. Out of the total 60,000 17-year-olds, 
one out of twe has a seventh grade educa- 
tion; one out of five has a high school 
education, This indicates that half of our 
total 17-year-old population will take their 
places in the Georgia economic pattern this 
year with seven years of schooling or less.” 


The warp and woof of the pattern of educa- 
tion and mobilization have crossed in Georgia, 
and there are some tremendous, jagged holes in 
the fabric.

What is the Crusade for Freedom? It has been defined by 
General Ike Eisenhower on the radio as the struggle for men’s 
minds ...it has been described by Gen. Lucius Clay in addresses 
and news releases as the “Big Truth versus the Big Lie.” 


It is a weapon of ideas, of ideals aimed against an enemy 
that is the master of insidious propaganda that America is a 
nation of materialists, of flesh pots, of vain, selfish, greedy capi- 
talists who have long ago abandoned the consecrated motive of 
democracy. 


What does it say? It is a huge nation-wide petition of Ameri- 
can citizens who are. reaffirming their conviction of the sacredness 
and dignity of all human life, and the great principle of freedom 
under God. 


The petitions will be flown te Berlin and deposited in 
the base of a huge bronze Freedom Bell te be unveiled close 
te the Russian Zone on United Nations Day, te peal its 
message of liberty and promise all over the world. 


On that day Radio for Free Europe, already begun on a small 
scale, will be inaugurated in a chain of movable stations, to broad- 
cast the truth about America and Americans behind the Iron 
Curtain and in those countries where people waver on the brink 
of indecision between Communism and Democracy. 


The money, itself secondary to the signatures on the petition 
itself, will be used to finance Radio for Free Europe, so that we 
may say this voice is not the voice of the American Government, 
nor even the State Department ... but the voices of the people 
themselves. 

It is that simple. It is that basic. It does not appeal, perhaps, 
to the cynical souls who seek for “an angle,” but it has won the 
immediate support of those who know that we will not change the 


hearts of other men by mechanisms, but by changing our hearts 


and speaking bravely. 

Only the great, it seems, dare to be uncomplicated. They are 
looking for new simplicity of thought, a clarity and a courage to 
surmount the fear which haunts the world. In this age of nuclear 
fission and rockets to the moon, they believe that a restatement 
of verities and a rebirth of the realm of the spirit may be the 
counterbalance of destiny. . 


The drive or campaign or whatever it should be called, is 
fast, a whirlwind affair that brooks no delay, nor even much time 
for organization. Urgency compels haste. The events of history do 
not await planning by a busy, diverse people. 

Appointments for luncheon, for 
bridge, for hairdos, even for committee meetings, should be post- 
poned for those days to answer the one big chance Americans 
have had to join hands and say “We believe.”
